He was much the 
U*st and it looked as if he could not isissibl.v have 
lost had lie eseaiied earl.v Interference. The winner 
innssl up in Knight Ihs'k, which came from liehind 
with a rush and beat (Juestioo Mark a neck. James 
Ihs-kcr.v was third. Amos Turne.v, who has taken 
a prominent part in the selling race bidding here, 
ran Knight Dei-k up IF2<iO over his enteied price of 
Altai and secured him. U. G. Bedwell then claimed 
James Docker.v for J72.7 and it looked as if he got 
mu<ii the lietter of the trade.

HILDRETH TO BUY MORE HORSES. 

Chariot Kohler Cablet $50,000 to Hit Trainer in 
France for Streng th e ni ng of His Stable. 

_ New York. November 18. — Cbarlee Kohler, the 
New York turfman whose filly,' Camyre, was re- 
cently disqualified at the Saint Ouen races in France, 
on the charge of being defied, ttnuoimces that be in- 
tends to have a rigid investigation made into tbe 
matter. He is not at all satisfied with the decision 
of the stewards and has been assured by his trainer, 
SamiU‘I C. Hildreth, that Camyre was in a normal 
condition on tiie day she won her race. 

Mr. Kohler s:*.id that he had cabled Hildreth in- 
structious to have Camyre withdrawn from the turf 
ami plactsl iimU*r expert examination for two weeks. 
This will show whether the horse was really do|ied 
as the stewards asserted, Mr. Kohler believes. He 
would not state what action would be taken In case 
the examination revealed no traces of doping. 

Far from being disposed to withdraw from Frem* 
racing on account of the incident at Saint Ouen, 
Mr. Kohler has cabled $50,000 to Hildreth with 
instructions to purchase horses in France eligible 
to all the races run in that country. He has also 
dir«*ete<l Hildreth to train hla fonr-ycar-old colt. 
Novelty, which lias been miming in the flat races, 
for sttH*t>lccbasing. Novelty is Iiy Kingston out of 
Ciirbwity, and has a string of victories in America 
ami Fram*e to his cr»*dit. He was shipp«‘d to Paris 
earl.v this year. 

AUNT FOLLY’S RACWO RECORD. 

A veteran of the turf whose name is missing from 
the racing records this year for tbe first time in a 
dm-aib* Is the clicstnut mare Aunt Polly, by Nephew 
— iLillie W. From 1908 to 1911, Inclusive, this 
evergn*t*n old mare figured as the leading moncy- 
wiiiiier of her age aiiiong Ani^iean racers aud this 
unique record was achicveil after she had been in 
the stud and had produced at least one snceessfitl 
raevr. It is worthy of note that at one of tbe far 
western meetings several siasuns ago. Aunt P 0 II.V 
and her colt, R. II. Flaherty, were both in winning 
form. No record aiipears to show that Aimt Polly 
raced until .she was five years old and a summary 
of her performanc<*s year by year since then Is a's 
follows:
